The  above  accommodation  for  the  various  Maternity 
;ind  Child  Welfare  Centres  is  provided  by  your  Council. 

On  November  18th,  1935,  your  Council  passed  a resolu- 
tion that  as  from  January  1st,  1936,  the  fees  paid  for  the 
rents  of  the  various  buildings  used  for  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  purposes  were  to  be  as  follows : — 

(a)  6/-  for  a half-day  session. 

(b) '  10/-  for  a full  day  session. 

This  arrangement  has  been  accepted  by  all  the 
authorities  in  control  of  the  various  buildings. 

Artificial  Sunlight  Clinic. 

This  Clinic  is  held  twice  weekly  at  Greenmeadow, 
Coity  Road,  Bridgend.  During  the  year  18  cases  were  treated 
and  these  made  215  attendances. 

The  diseases  treated  were: — Debility,  11;  Rickets,  5; 
Bronchitis,  1;  T.B.  Glands,  1. 

Of  the  18  cases,  6 were  irregular  in  attendance,  1 
showed  no  improevment,  1 was  slightly  improved,  8 showed 
improvement,  and  2 were  markedly  improved.  Of  those 
cases,  5%  showed  no  improvement,  5%  slight  improvement, 
44%  improvement,  and  11%  marked  improvement. 

The  amount  spent  on  ’bus  fares  during  1941  for 
patients  attending  the  Artificial  Sunlight  Clinic  was  1/8. 

(e)  Hospitals. 

A number  of  Hospitals  are  made  use  of  by  the  inhabi- 
tants (jf  the  district.  Those  Hospitals  not  given  in  the 
following  list  which  are  most  used  are;  (1)  The  Cardiff  Royal 
Iniirmary,  (2)  The  Port  Talbot  District  General  Hospital,  (3) 
Maesteg  Maternity  Plome. 

Arrangements,  I believe,  are  being  made  wherebv 
more  patients  will  be  able  to  be  treated  at  the  Bridgend  In- 
firmary, and  this  will  do  away  with  the  necessity  for  so  many 
being  treated  at  Cardiff  as  at  present. 

(3)  ( 1 )- -Midwifery  and  Maternity  Services. 

Eleven  midwives  are  practising  within  the  area  of 
your  Council.  Alone  are  employed  by  your  Council,  or 
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directly  subsidised  by  your  Council,  but  two  are  employed  by 
Voluntary  Associations. 

Maternity  cases  from  the  district,  by  special  arrange- 
ment, can  be  sent  into  the  Bridgend  Maternity  Home,  and 
below  are  the  regulations  and  scale  of  charges  decided  upon 
by  the  Council : — 

( 1 ) Regulations — 1*^ ' 

(a)  -The  income  to  be  considered  should  be  the  net  in- 

come after  deducting  rent. 

(b)  Where  the  income  to  the  home  is  £2  8s.  and  under, 

no  charge  should  be  made. 

(c)  From  all  income  in  excess  of  Jfc2  8s.  a deduction  of  4s. 

should  be  made  for  each  child,  and  twice  the 
balance  remaining  should  be  the  amount  to  be  re- 
paid to  the  Council. 

(d)  This  payment  should  be  the  full  and  final  amount 

which  should  be  demanded,  irrespective  of  the 
period  for  which  the  patient  remains  in  the  Home. 

(e)  Persons  earning  an  income  of  £4  16s.  or  over,  should 

pay  the  full  fees.

From  the  appropriate  table,  it  will  be  seen  that  at  the 
11  ante-natal  centres  487  mothers  attended,  making  2,057 
attendances. 

immediately  a maternal  death  is  registered,  an  investi- 
gation into  the  cause  of  death  takes  place.  The  home  con- 
ditions are  encjuired  into,  especially  in  regard  to  the  following: 

(a)  Number  in  family. 

(b)  Financial  position. 

(c)  Housing  conditions. 

(d)  Occupation  of  both  parents. 

(e)  Diseases  or  illness  from  which  mother  has 
suffered. 

(f)  The  difficulty  or  otherwise  of  previous  confine- 
ments, and  help  required  at  all  such  confinements 

The  midwife  in  attendance  upon  the  case  is  interviewed 
and  the  following  particulars  obtained  :• — 

(1)  Number  of  visits  made  by  midwife  previous  to 
labour  commencing. 

(2)  Number  of  times  urine  was  examined,  and  the 
results  thereof. 

(3)  The  results  of  any  ante-natal  examinations. 

The  medical  practitioner  in  attendance  upon  the  case 
is  visited,  and  any  particulars  given  by  him  in  regard  to  the 
case  are  noted.

During  the  year,  by  arrangement  with  the  Glamorgan 
Education  Committee,  39  cases  received  Dental  Treatment; 
of  these  cases,  34  were  children  under  live  years  of  age,  and  5 
were  expectant  or  nursing  mothers. 


'I'he  cost  of  the  treatment  was  as  follows: — 

(a)  For  dental  treatment:  (1)  Mothers,  3s.  6d.  per 
case.  (2)  Children,  3d.  per  case. 

(b)  For  dentures:  £1  7s.  6d.  for  a complete  denture, 
and  for  partial  dentures  a lesser  cost,  determined 
by  the  size  of  the  denture.

'I'hrec  full-time  Health  Vh.sitors  arc  emidoyed,  and  by 
arrangement  with  the  I’.ridgcnd  Urban  District  Council,  two- 
thinls"  of  the  time  of  a fourth  Health  Visitor  is  also  available. 

As  soon  as  possible  after  each  child  (whose  birth  has 
been  notified)  has  reached  the  age  of  fourteen  days,  the  home 
is  visited  bv  one  mf  the  Health  Visitors.  Thereafter,  a visit 
is  paid  every  four  weeks  until  the  child  has  reached  the  age 
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of  three  months.  From  three  months  onwards  to  five  years 
of  age,  the  child  is  visited  once  every  three  months. 

Tlie  above  ap)plies,  of  course,  only  in  cases  where,  in  the 
oliinion  of  the  l lealth  Visitor,  the  child  is  making  satisfactory 
progress. 

■dl^ln  those  cases  where  the  VIedical  Officer  of  the  appro- 
priate Infant  Welfare  Centre  or  Health  Visitor  thinks  that 
more  frecjuent  visits  are  necessary,  this  is  done.  If  requested 
by  the  Medical  Practitioners,  more  visits  are  paid  in  special 
cases. 


(iv)  Child  Life  Protection  (under  Part  I.  of  the  Children  Act, 
1908,  as  amended  bv  the  Children  and  Young  Persons 
Act.  1932). 

'Phe  Lopal  .-Vuthority  advertised  that  in  their  area  the 
Medical  Officer  ot  Health  was  to  be  the  person  to  whom 
notices  under  Part  I.  of  the  .Act  must  be  sent.  9'he  Pl'ealth 
\’9sitors  employed  by  your  Council  were  appointed  Infant 
Protection  Visitors  under  Part  I.  of  the  Children  Act. 


The  Health  Visitors  make  visits  to  all  known  cases  at 
regular  intervals  until  the  children  have  reached  the  age  of 
nine  years.

1. — Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

(1)  Water. 

The  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board  was  established  in 
1920,  and  took  over  the  various  water  undertakingsi^ind 
started  to  function  on  January  1st,  1921.  The  mains  oi  the 
Bi)ard  are  now  laid  within  every  Parish  of  the  Penybont 
Rural  District  Council,  with  the  exception  of  Sker. 

'I'here  are  no  new  sources  of  supply. 

Although  the  Board’s  resources  have  been  taxed  to  the 
limit  during  the  past  year,  owing  to  the  aJbnormal  consump- 
tion at  Factory,  Aerodromes  and  other  activities  in  connection 
with  the  war  effort,  the  Board  have  not  been  .able  to  carry 
out  any  major  works,  but  have  been  able  to  maintain  an  ade- 
quate’ supply  to  all  districts,  wdth  the  exception  of  a few 
small  districts  such  as  Cefn  and  Litchard  Cross,  Bridgend, 
where  the  supply  has  occasionally  been  interrupted  during 
times  e)f  abnormal  draw-off  from  the  Board’s  mains.  Every- 
thing possible  has  been  done  to  rectify  this  position. 

The  Chlorination  Plants  in  the  upland  sources  have 
been  installed,  and  working  satisfactorily  since  the  summer 
of  1941.  County  Analyst’s  reports  on  samples  taken  from 
the  sources  since  the,  installation  of  the  Plants  have  been 
uniformly  satisfactory.  Only  one  Plant  has  been  installed 
in  the  Penybont  area,  namely,  at  the  Cwmkenfig  Source, 
supplying  Cefn,  Kenfig  Hill  and  Pyle,  but  the  seven  Plants  at 
the  upland  sources  at  Ogmore  and"  Garw  Valleys  supply,  with 
Schw'yll,  the  Penybont  and  Bridgend  Districts. 

'.During  the  year  71  samples  from  the  sources  referred 
to,  including  Schwyll.  \vere  submitted  for  analysis.  Tests 
are  taken  daily  at  Schwyll.  and  nearly  as  frequently  in  the 
upland  sources,  to  check  whether  there  is  an  adequate  treat- 
ment of  Chlorine.

Quality  of  Water.

The  chemical  and  microscopical  characters  show  no 
evidence  of  any  organic  contamination. 


Forty-three  samples  uf  water  for  bacteriological  and 
one  for  chemical  examination  were  submitted  to  the  County 
Analysist  during  the  year  by  the  Penybont  Council.  Seventy- 
one  samples  were  submitted  by  the  Water  Board. 

There  is  an  ample  supply  of  water  for  the  district. 

There  has  been  close  co-operation  between  the  Mid- 
Glamorgan  Water  Board  and  the  Penybont  District  Council, 
ancf  I have  had  the  greatest  help  from  the  Manager  of  the 
Water  Board  in  regard  to  all  matters  connected  with  the 
Board’s  Supply.

(ii)  Public  Cleansing. 

The  Council  has  organised  the  collection  of  House  and 
Trade  Refuse  throughout  the  district  twice  weekly,  and  also 
the  collection  of  Salvage  at  least  once  weekly  by  means  ot 
their  own  vehicles. 

The  cleansing  of  all  Cesspools  throughout  t^ie  district 
has  also  been  undertaken  bv  the  Council.  A new  750-gallon 
Cesspool  Emptying  Machine  was  purchased  tor  this  purpose. 
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Since  April,  1941,  the  Council’s  Ceaspit  Emptying 
vehicle  cleanses  all  cesspits  in  the  Penybont  Rural  District 
Council’s  area  twice  a year,  free  of  charge.  208  cesspits

Scarlet  h'ever  shows  a sligiU  decrease.  The  disease  was 
nf  'I  mild  tvpe.  Of  the  36  cases  notified,  25  were  removed  to 
Hospital  because  of  no  suitable  accommodation  in  the  home, 
'inAn  a few  instances  because  the  mother  was  pregnant. 
VeW  few  complications  developed  amongst  these,  oases  ot 
ScaHet  Fever.  The  average  length  of  stay  m hospital  was 
under  four  weeks. 


'Diphtheria  showed  a decrease  'Over  1940.  One  death 
occurred  from  this  disease.  All  the  cases  were  treated  in 
hospital.  Diphtheria  immunisation  is  carried  out  at  the 
Penvbont  Council  Offices,  Bridgend,  and  clinics  were  held 
twice  weekly.  During  1941.  964  children  were  immunised, 
of  which  574  were  school  children,  and  390  pre-school 
children.  Forty-five  children  started  the  treatment  and  did 
not  have  the  second  or  third  injections.  Either  Alum  Pre- 
cipitated Toxin  (B.W.  & Co.  A.P.T.)  or,  in  children  over  12 
years.  Toxoid  .A.nti  'I'oxin  Floccules  (B.W.  & Co.  T.A.F.)  was 
iised.  The  Probationer  Nurses  at  the  Isolation  Hospital  are 
also  immunised  against  diphtheria.  ’Bus  fares  amounting  to 
£39  18s.  3d.  were  paid  in  connection  with  diphtheria  immunisa- 
tion. 


No  Aleasles  serum  for  propylaxis  was  used  in  the  district. 


All  cases  of  measles  .iind  whooping  cough  are  visited  by 
the  Health  Visitors.  Nine  cases  of  iMeasles  were  admitted' 
into  Hospital. 


.All  the  cases  of  malaria  notified  were  induced  cases. 


Where  any  cases  of  scarlet  fever  are  treated  at  home,  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors  visit  as  frequently  as  they  think  necessary 

There  is  no  provision  made  at  present  for  the  typing  of 
pneumococci.  .All  cases  of  pneumonia  are  not  notified.

The  operations  carried  out  at  refuse  tips  and  sewage  dis- 
posal works  by  gassing,  with  the  Clayton  Gassing  Machine, 
were  most  successful,  as  no  rats  are  seen  for  some  consider- 
jtble  time  at  these  places  after  gassing. 
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Quite  a number  of  rats  were  shot  during  the  year  on 
occasional  visits  made  to  refuse  tips  in  the  area. 

Much  useful  work  in  the  destruction  of  rodents  resulted 
from  poisoned  baits  where  there  were  infestations  of  these, 
chiefly  at  the  refuse  tips  and  farm  buildings.  Leaflets  dealing 
with^ie  rat  menace  and  methods  for  destruction  of  these 
pest^  nave  been  distributed  in  the  district. 

SEWERAGE  ANiD  DRAINAGE. 

A sewerage  scheme  to  drain  houses  at  the  Graig  and  John 
Street,  Cefn  Cribhwr,  and  to  serve  that  part  of  the  parish  of 
Laleston.  Cefn  Cross,  Cwmffoes,  and  Fforddygyfraith  was 
completed  during  the  year.  Notices  have  been  served  where 
necessary  upon  the  owners  of  properties  within  “distance”  of 
the  sewer  to  connect  them  to  it. 

All  houses  at  the  Graig  and  John  Street  now  discharge 
into  the  new  sewer. 

In  the  Cwmffoes  and  Fforddygyfraith  district,  21  houses 
have  been  provided  with  new  drains  and  connected  to  the 
sewer. 

It  is  very  unfortunate  that  further  sewerage  schemes 
most  urgently  required  are  still  not  to  be  proceeded  with, 
particularly  in  the  cases  of  Ogmore-by-iSea,  Laleston,  North 
and  South  Cornelly,  and  Ewenny. 

The  sixty-eight  houses  on  the  Mile  End  Housing  Site, 
Ewenny,  the  drains  of  which  discharge  into  a small  outfall 
works  on  the  site,  were  connected  to  the  sewer  during  the 
year.

This  should  have  the  effect  of  deodorising  as  well  as 
condensing  the  gases,  which  if  discharged  directly  into  the 
open  air  are  offensive. 
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The  wooden  sides  of  the  slaughter-house,  which  had  de- 
cayed, have  been  replaced  by  brickwork,  which  has  been 
cemented  on  the  internal  surface  to  a height  of  approximately 
four  feet. 

This  will  enable  the  persons  employed  there  to  wash  it 
d(/^  at  frequent  intervals. 

These  premises  were  connected  to  the  Mid-Glamorgan 
Whiter  Board’s  mains  during  the  year,  and  are  now  provided 
with  a public  as  well  as  a private  supply  of  water.

As  in  previous  years,  the  importance  of  the  extermina- 
tion of  rats  has  not  been  overlooked.  The  public,  in  the 
course  of  duty,  have  been  informed  of  the  methods  of  exter- 
mination, and  the  requirements  of  the  Act. 

When  poison  has  been  used,  the  persons  responsible  have 
been  advised  to  lay  the  baits  in  containers  into  which  rats 
only  could  find  access.  By  this  method,  in  addition  to  re- 
ducing the  risk  of  poisoning  other  small  animals  or  birds,  the 
number  of  baits  taken  can  be  easily  checked. 

The  importance  of  storing  articles  of  foodstuffs  in  rat- 
proof  containers  has  also  been  brought  to  people’s  notice 
where  it  has  been  considered  necessary.
